Simplified Spelling. 


The editor, having read the recommendations of the Sim- 


plified Spelling board, and feeling that this subject would af- 
ford a tranquiliziiiK relief from the acerbities of politics, turned 
lo the literature of spelling reform, 
lie was amazed lo find 


such words as "asinine," "liars," "witless persons" and "idols" 
hurtling through (he calm academic arena. Apparently pub- 
lishers of spelling books will not find their old stock outlawed 
for some little time yd. 


If you assembled a group of intelligent Germans or Italians 


or Frenchmen nnd read to them a passage of their own tongue 
containing a lot of new words, they would all spell them about 
alike. 
But if all the college presidents of the United States 


were given such a passage in English no two would agree on 
one spelling. 
If too many changes are made all at once the 


public and young people gel the idea thai there is no such 
thing as a single correct standard of good spelling. Anyone 
can excuse his laziness and inattention at school by the excuse 
that lie is a phonetic speller. 


Furthermore, wholesale changes involve confusion and 


labor for grownup people who studied Ilic old way, while the 
Jime of the children'who are now learning lo spell is compara- 
tively cheap. Nevertheless, Ibe l-nglish language is being 
simplified all the time. Twenty years ago everybody spelled 
it "programme." 'Today probably the majority 
of news- 


papers cut olV the word's superfluous petticoats. 


When Americans spell "lionor"*willioul any "u," linglisl 


cousins call it western barbarism. When the letter "k" was 
left off "critic" and "public," many editors kept on using the 
"k" for a generation. 
But these old spellings would look as 


grotesque today as knee breeches and silver buckles.—Mirror

Ice Prices for 1913. 


" O n e of (he leading ice companies of this city has publishec 
its scale of prices of ice for the coming season, and to I'amib 
consumers the prices arc the same as last 'year. 
This is ; 


gratifying condition anil it is io be hoped that throughout tin 
rest of the commonwealth prices will be about as they wen 
last year. 
It is true thai ice has been harvested during tin 


winter under disadvantages, and in some instances the dealer 
have been obliged lo pay more for i f , but the situation evi 
dcntly does not justify any material advance in the price o 
ice charged lo the retail consumer. 
It is reported that a sina 


advance over last year will be asked of those who lake ice i 
wholesale quantities. This may or may not be a just arrange 
mcnt, but in general Hie advance in price falls upon those wh 
arc able to pay it. Certainly Ihey are in a belter position I 
meet the higher price than dwellers in tenements and flab 
One of the reasons why the ice dealers are .well supplied wit 
ice, notwithstanding the short season, is the supply left ove 
from last season. 
New England usually depends upon iCe ci 


from its rivers and ponds, while the Soulh and olhcr seclior 
of the country rely largely on artificial ice. Manufactured ic 
can always be had, and fortunately there is no danger of a 
ice famine this summer or any summer.—Boston Globe.
